Some individuals become 
fairly proficient in a year or so with­ 
out undue concentration upon it. One 
of the cases often cited is that of a 
girl who became so expert after a 
year’s study that she could “read" in 
three languages and had been in clas­ 
hes of 
professors at college for a 
month or more before they discovered 
that her hearing was defective. 


Vocational Training. 
Vocational training for the deafen a 
is, of 
course, extremely important, 
but not so universally so as instruct 
lion in lip reading. Every deafened 
person needs to know how to “hear” 
with bis eyes, which is what lip read­ 
ing amounts to, but not all of them 
require rehabilitation through voca­ 
tional 
training.

deafness are able to cari$ on in their 
old jobs or professions despite their 
handicap.

Most Children Tubercular 
Recent discoveries show that tuberculosis is far more pre­ 
valent than has been supposed. 
At the same time, these dis 
coveries are reassuring’. 
Svefity per cent of American children 
are said to contract the disease before they reach the age of lo, but 
the big majority of them overcome it without even knowing they 
have it. 
' 
* 
It is really amazing how resistant the race is to this dreaded 
disease. The germs are so widely and continuously distributed in 
almost every community that probably everyone is exposed to 
them over and over again. Thus children usually get the gem s 
into their systems at an early age. lf they are vigorous, they le­ 
gist the invasion, lf they are in a weakened condition for any 
reason, the genus njay get an active stall, and yet be overcome 
later when better general health or better manner of life sets up 
increased resistance. 
The disease, physicians agree, is never inherited. Children 
may, however, inherit a physique which is more susceptible to 
tuberculosis than that of normal children. In that case they are 
likely to show active symptoms of it early in life unless special 
care bf them is taken, and they must be careful all their lives. 
Nature herself cures most of the cases without conscious 
human help. Yet the human help is always valuable, for pre­ 
vention as well as cure. 
It is to be remembered that, once contracted, tuberculosis is 
never really “cured.” 
The tubercles may be stopped in their 
growth, in the lungs or elsewhere, walled off from healthy tissue 
and made harmless indefinitely. Yet there is always the possi­ 
bility that the infected region may be “lighted up” 'qgun by the 
weakness caused by some other disease, or by over-exertion, lack 
of rest, lack of sunshine, inadequate diet, etc. 
It is necessary to mingle caution with hope. Intelligence can 
nearly always win; but it must be always-on guard. 


Schools Without Recitations 
The school room of the future, as described by an educator 
in charge of a group of city junior high schools, will be furnished 
with tables and chairs. The pupils will sit at the tables studying 
and the teacher will go from table to table for a few, minutes frf 
personal attention to each child, stopping particularly with those 
who doii’t understand the lesson or who are stuck on some knotty 
problem. 
The present style of recitations will disappear. They waste 
the time of/pupils who know the lesson. It is not helpful to the 
bright pupils to hear the-dull ones stumbling and faltering in a 
recitation. Nor is it heloful to the dull pupils, who don’t yet un­ 
derstand the lesson to hear the bight ones race through it. 
If classes could be small enough so that a recitation tfbuld be 
a general discussion, bringing out new and interesting points and 
co-ordinating the different points in the lesson, reciting would be 
cf more value than when it is confined to repeating memorized 
facts. 
The school room of today is different in a gpod many re­ 
spects from the school room of our parents’ childhood. The school 
room of the future undoubtedly will be different in its turn. The 
true purpose of education probably can be served by many 
methods. The best method is the one adapted to the conditions 
and4emper of the time.

Thus children usually get the gem s 
into their systems at an early age. lf they are vigorous, they re­ 
sist the invasion, lf they are in a weakened condition for any 
reason, the gem s njay get an active start, and yet be overcome 
later when better general health or better manner of life sets up 
increased resistance. 
The disease, physicians agree, is never inherited. Children 
may, however, inherit a physique which is more susceptible to 
tuberculosis than that of normal children. In that case they are 
likely to show active symptoms of it early in life unless special 
care Pf them is taken, and they must be careful all thei^ lives. 
Nature herself cures most of the cases without conscious 
human help. 
Yet the human help is always valuable, for pre­ 
ten tion as well as cure. 
It is to be remembered that, once contracted, tuberculosis is 
never really “cured.” 
The tubercles may be stopped in their 
growth, in the lungs or elsewhere, walled off from healthy tissue 
and made harmless indefinitely.

was the other 30 per cent. 


AT that, Berger was pretty liberal 
in m aking Socialistic allowances for 
th e New Yorker. 
L ac u a rd; a 
is 
uncontrollable as a 
Republican to the point of absolute 


independence. 
W isconsin’s insurgent 
group is conservative compared with 
him. 
Yet Le was elected to congress 
three tim es on the Republican ticket 
before his own party organization de­ 
cided he w as too radical to be borne 
with any longer and refused him a re 
nom ination. 
It was then th a t the So­ 
cialists took him up. 
He didn’t tik e 
up Socialism. 
It was nominally as a 
Socialist, however, th at he won in 
1924. 
T hat was a lesson to the Re­ 
publican organization.

If the Ohio general as.sembJy heeds the flood of protests, no 
effort will be made to enact the proposed law calling for an in­ 
crease in the present corporation taxes from 1-12 to 3-20 of I peri 
cent! 
Cognizant of the danger of driving corporations from the 
state by adding to the ta* burdens^ the directors'of the East 
Liverpool Chamber of Commerce have gone on record against the 
jeoposal and have urged State Senators Carpenter and Lew is, of 
the twentieth-twenty-second district, and Representatives Em­ 
mons and Van Fossa a, of Colmbiauna, to oppose the proposal. 
Taxation l>oosts are-certain to cheek the growth of- indus 
tries in Ohio, where the increase in population, number of men 
employed in manufacturing, value of manufactured products and 
capital invested in manufacturing has been far greater during 
the past six years than has been such increase in the state of New 
York, Pennsylvania or Illinois. Ohio ranks fourtli iDepopulation 
and wealth among the states. 
The legislature, however, seeks revenues for operating pur­ 
poses, and bills have been designed to furnish funds enough over 
present state income to take care of the present ueficit estimated 
at $9,000,000 for,July I, 1927, while a further deficit is expected 


b y December 31, 1928. And in the program there is no state levy 
for the construction of highways, no increase in gasoline tax or 
automobile license fees and no other provision bf any kind which 
might be in part used for highway purposes. 
The logical thing for the legislature js to do is to increase the 
gasoline lax, thus providing funds to meet the deficit in the state 
treasury as well as assuring continuance of the road improvement 
program.

Most Children Tubercular 
Reedit discoveries show that tuberculosis is far more pre­ 
valent than lias been supposed. 
At the same time, these dis 
cOverlea are reassuring. 
Sveiity per cent of American children 
are said to contract the disease before they reach the age of lo, but 
the big majority of them overcome it without even knowing they 
have it. 
* 
It is really amazing how resistant the race is to this dreaded 
disease. The genus are so widely and continuously distributed in 
almost every community that probably everyone is exposed to 
them over and over again. Thus children usually get the germs 
into their systems at an early age. lf they are vigorous, they re­ 
sist the invasion. If they are in a weakened condition for any 
reason, the genus njay get an active start, and yet be overcome 
later when better general health or better maimer of life sets up 
increased resistance. 
The disease, physicians agree, is never inherited. Children 
may, however, inherit a physique which is more susceptible to 
tuberculosis than that of normal children. In that case they are 
likely lo show active symptoms of it early in life unless special 
care t>f them is taken, and they must be careful all theif lives. 
Nature herself cures most of the cases without conscious 
human help. 
Yet the human help is always valuable, for pre 
vention as well as cure. 
It is to be remembered that, once contracted, tuberculosis is 
never really “cured/' 
The tubercles may be stopped in their 
growth, in the lungs or elsewhere, walled off from healthy tissue 
and made haimless indefinitely. Yfet there is always the possi­ 
bility that the infected region may be ^“lighted up” ‘lupin by the 
weakness caused by some other disease, or by over-exertion, lack 
of rest, lack of sunshine, inadequate diet, etc. 
It is necessary to mingle caution wjyth hope. Intelligence can 
nearly always win; but it must be always on guard.

The school room of the future, as described by an educator 
in charge of a group of city junior high schools, will be furnished 
with tables and chairs.

If classes could be small enough so that a recitation vtould be 
a general discussion, bringing out new and interesting points and 
co-ordinating the different points in the lesson, reciting would be 
cf more value than when it is confined to repeating memorized 
facts.
